W. Ov4snton Harri.s. former Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Mayor, was 
given en enthusiastic reception 
when called on to apeak, and bis 
plea for aaaiatanee for liouisvtlle 
made a laatiag impreasion on the 
party leadens and legislativa repre 
sentwtlves.

paign. One member ot tbe Legisla- 
ture aaid: "Well, when you couldn't 
win wlfh a fine young man like that 
you must be handJoapped sure 
enough here with the Republican 
machine."

white nMjority for Harris They 
might have been tnid that the 
8earcy-<3biHon mac^hine loaders were 
forced to call off tl^e KmnblVan 
parade and celebration the Saturday 



night after the election becaose 
the negroes wiio faniislied the Re- 
publican victory wanted to lead 
the parade. The Republican bosses 
were alao a littie afraid that if the 
white realdenfts reaented their con 
duct the vicious negroes in line 
wouM create a race riot. It is 
said that tfhe Quin Inauguration 
Was held Juet outside the Mayor's 
window, and ttot in tlie office, to 
prevent the horde of negroes from 
taking possession ancl crowding 
everyone else out. 

To an outsider it appears as if 
there ie trouble brewing in the 
machine ranks here and tbe follow- 
ers ot the Searcy-Chilton standard 
are not bo Jtrbitant as one would 
expect. The dropping of ' c,ov . rnor" 
Burlingame from the Board of 
Safety, and "Mack" Urumleve from 
the Board of Works, looks like 
someone threw a wn>noh in the ma- 
ohrine. Then Johnny Hoagland, the 
Mayor's Secretary, has been cast 
aalde tor a perfedtly young inno- 
cent Republican. As Secretary to 
the Mayor Hoagland al^so served as 
editor of the official publication of 
the O. O. P. machine, and as Sec- 
retary of course he could keep 
Chos and Matt informed on many 
interesting sublects. Then' the re- 
fusal of Mayor Quin and the Board 
ot Safety to reappoint Police Capt. 
Cunningham makes one think that 
all la not up and up In miachlne 
circles. The "slipping over" of 
Baker's appointment as Police Lieu- 
tenanrt by the Board of Sa,fety didn't 
seem to sit so well with QuIn the 
man, and the panning he received 
from the press will make the ^1ayor 
keep a weather eye on the tricky 
maicMne leaders. At this stage the 
Mayor seems to be disposed to 
listen Just a little to his Sunday- 
school associates and reform work- 
ers, and this is not setting well 
with the bootleggers, gamihlers and 
negroes. The latter are telling Chea 
ajid Matt as follows: "Say, wot duz 
dat guy Qulnny mean by Ustenin' 
to dem goody-goody fellers*, fer; 
alnt we the boys dat put him over?" 
.\* our legal friends would say, 
thoit's quite an able argument and it 
looks like a merry war is on, and 
Koon at that. 

The Searcy-Chilton machljie lead- 
ers realize now that \n injecitlng the 
religious issue in the recent cam- 
paign a lot of "soreness" was 
caused even - among the machine 
followers and tlie feeliag refuses to 
down. One of the Republican bosses 
in trying to defend the Republiean 
machine's act In circulating the 
Torch. Menace and the local sheet, 
told a prominent Qemocrat that 
the 8ear«y-Chllton machine did not 
distribute the little pink slip which 
Kill a suppo.sed list of Catholics on 
the Democratic ticket, many of Flie 
alleged Catholics being Protestants 
aand prominent Masons. But the 
DOSS was knocked off his feet with 
his aWemipted alibi when the Dnmo- 
crat came l)ack at him thus ".My 
friend, how do you account for the 
fuel lluit the pink slip was distrib- 
uted from the windows of the IVo- 
piihliran head<|uaiiers in the Realty 
building the night of the Harris

One m'an alone sent In a list 
Lhe other day containing 31.'? sig- 
natures. The Uepublican machine 
and its organ will find that their 
filthy style of campaigning will 
bring sorry results in the long run.

Oaa at the fnost dramatie figures 
in the Irish movement today is IRev. 
Michael CFIanagan, ot Roscommon, 
Vic* Preaidisnt of the Sinn Fein or- 
ganisation, who has come to the 
United Statea to help la ralalng the 
second etzemal bond eartifleate loan 
ot Dall EIreann. 

Tbe story of Father O'Flanagan's 
connection with Ireland's struggle is 
In reality a f.tory of the struggle 
Itself. In 1915. addressing a meet- 
ing la the City Hall of Dublin, when 
the remains of O'Donovan Rossa 
reached Ireland Jo be laid to rest in 
Glasnevin cemetery. Father O'Flan- 
agan predicted that to Ireland would 
come the opportunity to tear the 
mask ot hypocrisy from the face of 
England unless she made good her 
pretensions as the champion of the 
rights of small nations. From that 
moment Father O'Planagan threw 
his Influence and the weight of bis 
eloquence into the work of raising 
and organizing the people ot Ireland 
so that Ireland might be in a posi- 
tion to take tull advantage of tbe 
newly proclaimed doetrlae of salC- 
determination. 

On the morning of tba dnjr that 
he left Ireland Father CFUnagan 
atended the annual eonvention of tbe 
Sinn Fein organiaatton. where he 
waa ra-alected Yioe President, and 
where President De Valera.'in bid- 
ding him Gk>d8peed on his mission 
to America, declared that the present 
fortunate posiitlon 6f the Irish cause 
was due to the unceasing efforts of 
Father O'Flanagan more than to 
any other living man. 

After the suppression of the in- 
surrection of that fateful Blaster 
Week of 1916. when the leaders of 
the movement were either dead or 
in prison*, and when no one yet 
dared to hope for success, it was 
Father CFlanagn who stepped into 
the breach and rallied the foroaa in 
North Roscommon and broughH 
about the eteetloa •( Count Plnnk- 
ett, father of one of the axaeuted 
leaders ot Easter Weak. Whan the 
result; ot that elaetloa waa auda 
kniwn, the consermtive London 
Times deelared that Father O'lFlan- 
agan had gone throngh North Ros- 
common, "like a whirlwind," carry- 
ing all before him, probably 
throngh the sheer force of a com- 
bination of fiery eloquence and pa- 
triotism. 

Count Plunkett was the first rep- 
resentative elaetad in Ireland who 

stood without reservation for the 
Dollcy ot complete independence for 
Treland and for the utter ignoring 
of the pretension.'* of the British 
House of Commona to any authority 
in Iralaad. The d«aall*« Oovat. 



w,ho was swept into office by Father 
O'Flianiaagn, has well been called 
the "Cornerstone ot Dail Bireann," 
tor it was be who summoned the 
convention that laid tbe foundation 
of the new Sinn Fein organisation. 

At the most critical point In this 
history making convention, Father 
O'Flanagan carried the resolution 
that brought the whole of Ireland 
together upon one common plat- 
Borm, united for liberty. With 
Arthur Grifhlh, he was a|ipointed to 
see that thg^ resolution was carried 
Into effect, and the two leaders 
agree'd upon the co-option of five 
others. Including Count Plunkett, 
Oathall Brugha and WIMlMB 
O'Brien. Within a few waaka the 
old Sinn Fein organisation, t>>« Na- 
tion beague and tbe (Liberty Clubs 
w«ra alt abaorfoad into the new or- 
ganisation, nader the anperviaion ot 
this commlttao. JBy tUa ttmai A 
second electi<m 'W«a ancBsaa fu llr 
contested at South Loasford, and 
was followed by a gaaa^al raleaae 
of the prlsanars of Baater Week, r»- 
atorlng to liberty EJamonn de 
Valera. Countess Marlcievicz. John 
McXeal and hundreda Of Othere. 

The handful ot men who were 
breathing ib» spark of life into the 
.Sinn Fein body became known as 
the provincfal committee, and when 
the prisoners of war wore released 
by Uritain, De Valoia and the 
Countess Markievicz were made 
members of it, and .Arthur OriflBth 
waa appointed the Chairman, pend- 
ing tlie annual convention. Sinn 
F^in spread like wild-fire over Ire- 
land, clubs were stabllshed in every 
parish and within six months the 
call was out for the flrst annual 
convention. Two thousand d^le- 
getee came to Doblin, in anawor to 
the call, and thara adopted: a con- 
stitution under wbleh the oraaalM- 
tion was pladcad to Appenl to the 
iriah alaetoHrta iar a mandate to 
deolara Iralaad an iiidapoiidm<t Ro- 
public. 

On the nomintion ot Arthar Orlt- 
flth. Bamonn de Valeim 'waa alaetad 
President of the Sinn Fein organlaa' 

tlon, and Arthur OriflUh and Father 
O'Flanagan the "Vice Presidents, 
About this time Sinn Fein waa de- 
feated at the poHs for three sue 
cessive elections, and BngUnd, 
thinking the tide bad turned against 
tbe little nation that was struggling 
for fredom at her own door, de- 
termined to strike hard at Sinn 
Fein. She invented the pro-German 
plot, and adopted the policy of con- 
scription for Ireland, and as a mas 
ter stroke, on the eve of the open- 
ing of the Bast Oaven bye-election 
campaign, seized the Sinn Fein can- 
didjBtes. Arthur Orimth and the 
Sinn Fein President, Eamonn de 
Vetera, with hundred.s of other pa- 
triots, and again cast them Into 
English prisons. 

Since tbe triumphant Roscommon 
election of mora than a y«ar pr*- 
vlous. Father O'Flaaaaaa bad re- 
mained quietly in the background 
taking no part on the btrntinss, but 
when England reaehad out with the 
mailad fist for Sinn Fein, he again 
took up the oentral plaee In the 
flght. An immense audienee had 
antbared at Coothill, County Oaven, 
expecting to bear de Valera and 
Oriillith, only to learn of their arrest 
and imprisonment. Tbe people were 
delected and discouraged. Father 
O'Flanagan suddenly appeared in 
their midst. The "whirlwind of 
Roscommon" Csnned the fires of pa- 
triotism again Into flame, this time 
In Kast Caven, and after an exciting 
campaign of three waeka, Arthur 
QrlAth was returned irtth • ma- 
jority of 1,204. 

The Imprisonment of de .Valera 
and GrifRih by the British Govern- 
ment made Father O'Flanagan act^ 
tng President of Sinn Fein, and he 
proeaded to DuhMa, whara for the 



tbe next twelve months he devoted 
his entire time lo leading the Re- 
publican cause to victory. 

It was undt^r the Presidency of 
Father O'Flanogan that Sinn Fein 
fought Its flrst general election In 
191 S. During that memorable cam- 
paign he traveled over Ireland 
throe limes, often motoring 100 
miles a day. und speaking for an 
hour at each of Ave of six meetings 
en route. Tln' result of that elec- 
tion was tlia practical annihilation 
of tbe old Irlah Parliament party, 
only six out ot eight oaadMates sur- 
viving the onslaught ot Sinn Fedn 
at tbe polls. 

The wonderful rescna ot de 
Valera tram Lincoln prison aoeom- 
pllshed. Harry Boland and Michael 
Collins, chlaf of tha Irish Repnb- 
licail army, doing the work. ' Father 
O'Fta'nagan soon bad an opportunity 
at a secret meeting In Dublin, to 
render an account of his stemardi- 
ship to President de Valera. and 
the escape of de Valera having re- 
sulted In the releasing of Arthur 
Griffith and the other leasers, once 
again Father O'Flanagian retired 
into the background, from which be 
again emerged when the call of 
duty sounded. 

The election campaign was on tor 
the partition Parliament for the aiz 
counties so-called the North of Ire- 
land. The leaders were either In 
prison or unable to appear in pub- 
lic, when Fathet- O'Flananan. at 
meat personal risk, carried on an- 
other intense campaign over the 
six counties. In one day he spoke 
In each of tlie .'^ix countiiv!. a<ldreft8- 
Ing seven great meetings and mak- 
ing a jouiney of 120 miles. I^arge- 
ly as a n^ult of the campaign 
waged by Father O'FlanaKan. 
Kamonn de Valera was elected in 
Down. Arthur Orifnih in Tyrone and 
Fermanagh, Michael Collins in Ar- 
magh, and John MacNeil in Derry, 
this proving the grea| strength of 
the Republican movement even in 
that small Garsonite atronghold of 
Northeast Utater. 

■Father O'Flanagan has not e»- 
eaped tbe veeom ot tha British 
Empire. His home has been naided 
and robbed by the- Black and Tans, 
and at least four attempts have 
been made on his life by the or- 
ganised murder gangs ot England. 
But the fear of British bayonets or 
British trickery n«ver caused him 
to pause for a second to ooneider 
his own safety when the liberty of 
hi.s conutry hung in the balance. 

The eloquence of Father O'Flana- 
pan has gained for him the reputa- 
tion of being the greate„st Irish or- 
ator since O'Connell. He has al- 
ready addr<'s.se(i monster mass meet- 
ings in Washington, where 4,000 
people tried to force their way 
into the already crowded Catholic 
l'nive;aity. At Philadelphia hun- 
dreds were turned away from the

Monday was one of anxious wait- 
ing in England and Ireland for the 
oext move in the Irish peace nago- 
tlatlom, with hope atill prairalling 
that after the Ave mon tha' trnco 
ind the pralonged conferences over 
the problem some way would ba 
found out of the prevent appncoat 
impasse. So far aa appaara, the 
next definite statement likrtf to 
reach the public was to CO me at 
noon Tuesday In Belfast when Sir 
James Craig, the Ulster Premier, 
will read in the N'orth Ireland Par- 
iament the statement agreed on be- 
tween him and Premier Lloyd 
George, giving the cause of the fail- 
ure of tbe negotiations between »■ 
himself and the British Prime Min- 
ister for the establishjnent of an all- 
reland Parliament. According to a 
dispatch from Belfa.st Monday even- 
ng, the statement will not touch on 
what has passed between Lloyd 
George and the Sinn Fein repre- 
sentative, including the latter'a 
withholding ot consent to take the 
oath of allegiance to the crown. 

Arthur Griffith and Robert C. 
Barton, of the Irish delegation, 
were at Sinn Fein headquarten 
Monday In London ready to see the 
Prime Miniater should he desire a 
confereoca with them on bia re- 
tura, while Sir Jamao had turtbor 
consnltatlona with hla Cabinet la 
Bettaat. 

Sir Jhmea Craig, tba Ulater Pre- 
mier, speaking before tba NMthan 
Parliament Taeiday la BaMart. 

said he had told Prime Miniater 
Lloyd George that the British Oov- 
ernmenit's proposals to Ulster tor 
the settlement of tbe Irish question 
were utterly impossible. He said 
Ulater would not enter an all-Ire- 
land Parliament under the present 
conditions, hut was prepared to dis- 
cuss other avenues for settlement. 

An anxious day in the negotia- 
tions designed for the pacification of 
Ireland ended Tue.'iday night with 
the hope that a complete collapse of 
the parleys might he averted. Sir 
Jame^ Craig. Premier of t'lster, as 
was expected, declared before the 
N'orthern Parliament in Belfast that 
ri.'Jter liad refused absolutely to ac- 
cept an All-Ireland Parliament, de- 
manded as a solution by the Sinn 
Fein delegation. But he announced 
Ulster's wllllncnesa tp diseosa other 
prorposala for an Irish' settlement It 
they were tntomlttad bjr next Taoa- 
day, 

Pramlar David I>Ioyd Oeorge Im- 
mediately anmawned the Sinn Fain 
deJegataa to eonault with htm and 
his MInlatara and submitted to 
them new proposals which, if they 
meet with the approval of the Sinn 
Fein, wni be presented to the Ulster 
oflUcials before next Tuesday. Tbe 
nature of the alternative proposals 
will not 'be divulged pending their 
consideration by the Sinn Feiners. 

The situation still Is very critical 
owing to the double deadlock — 
Ulster refusing to enter an All- 
Ireland Parliament and . the Sinn 
Fein refusing steadily to yield on 
the f(ue&tion of allegiance to the 
Crown. The negotiations, however, 
have not been broken off and may 
be continii' ii 0:1 a new basis.

Not only Is a breach ot the Iriih 
truce, which baa aadnrad fire 
months, unexpected Collonriag a poa- 
(Ible cessation ot naaotiatlowfc bat 
ttie newspapers generally Imply that 
all the Interested parties recognise 
the Impoitance of maintaining it. 
Some erae po so tar as to say that 
a taoit understanding already t xists 
between the British, the .Sinn Fein 
and Ulster that the truce shall re- 
main unbroken and thus enable the 
resumption of the negotiations at 
any possible moment should they 
be suspended at ttiis time. 

These hopeful outlooks regarding 
the probable maintenance of peace 
in Ireland .coincide with many fresh 
rumors of Premier Lloyd George's 
preparations to depart tor the 
Washington ooataraaea at na aariy 
date. 

One Indication of hope was the 
return from Dublin of Robert C. 
Barton, one ot the Sinn Fain peace 
delegatea. Michael Oollina and Da*- 
roowl ntagwrald. hiywavar, Nomlnad 
In IralMid to await, it was thoovht. 
the results ot Premier Craig'a nttap* 
ances in the Nortbam Parllamaat. 

Thursday morning's London ia> 
porU were that all Oovamaiaat haal- 
neas was' giving way to the gravitjR 
ot tha Irish situation. Both Ck>T- 
aramant and Irish circlea can avert 
the col lapse of the conference and 
a renewal of warfare. It had been 
Intended to hold a Cabinet council 
Wednesday night to consider Oartaafll 
reparations in connection with the 
visit of Dr. Walter Ratbenau, but 
this had to be postponed in order 
to permit the special Cabinet com- 
mittee dealing with Iriah aSaira t» 
hold a aitUng.
